Hackers attack stations. More details regarding the hijacking of the multiple stations’ audio have 
come to light. Furcast wrote a long accord of what happened on their end after they were tipped off 
to their content being heard on the stations. The hacker apparently used the Shodan device search 
engine to build a database of unsecured Barix devices which then broke into as many of the devices 
as possible and connected them to Furcast’s stream. When Furcast was made aware they cut off the 
stream and moved it to anew URL to prevent further access. ArsTechina also has a feature up on the 
event. The Michigan Association of Broadcasters published a report on how to further secure a Barix 
box including using a 24-character password and hide the web access to the box underneath a 
firewall. 
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Original Report 4/6: Some listeners of Always Mountain Time Hot AC “Lift FM” 106.3 KIFT 
Kremmling CO and other stations across the country got a surprise on Tuesday morning when the 
stations began airing the audio of an explicit podcast about furry sex. KIFT was not the only station 
to be affected. 104.3 KXAX-LP Livingston TX, an AM in Denver and a national syndicator that wished 
to not be identified were also affected by what seems like a directed botnet attack seeking access to 
as many public facing Barix while then locking out the stations. Engineers at the stations needed to 
do a hard reset of the devices to regain control.

1650 CJRS QC Montreal - 4/1 1800 - Financially struggling “Radio Shalom” ended Jewish 
programming at this time, but did not go silent as originally believed. Station 
remains on air, but with a format flip (or should I say conversion) to evangelical 
Christian! Apparently the CRTC’s license does not require CJRS to have an all- 
Jewish format and they aired some Christian programs on Saturdays (the Jewish 
Sabbath) and Jewish holy days. (MKB-ON)

1580 unID --_ - 4/3 0740 - Screechy female voice, CBS Sports Radio promo. Not WPMO, 
Pascagoula-Moss Point, listed as a CBS Sports affiliate, as their stream had a 
black female preacher (Sunday) and after 0800 was audible with black male 
preacher. Not parallel WCCF, Punta Gorda stream, either. There's a 1000 watt 
KXZZ, Lake Charles, LA listed as CBS Sports on the channel for what it's worth.

Selective Services (i.e. military draft registration), lung cancer, promo for Glen 
Beck show, “Talk Radio 560” ID, back to Alan Colmes show. Good to fair over 
CFOS which is unusual. (PS-ON) 

Burlington — 3/30 2356 — Jim Bohannon show, ToH ID ”...on WVMT,” ABC 
news, retirement ad, back to Jim Bohannon, more ads (US Tax Shield, 
Web.com). Poor mixing with WHEN, WRJZ and unknown oldies station 
(maybe WKHB?). (PS-ON) 

Savannah — 3/19 0634 - Very poor with PSA's, unidentified right winger 
political talk guy rebroadcast. Suspected WBMQ as pointing that way, but [Ded 
only by paralleling to the TuneIn.com stream. WDAE 620 iBOC hadn't kicked 
in yet to obliterate the 630 channel.

WPTE.” CBS News on the hour. (LW-NY) 


MD Walkersville — 3/20 1945 — Lively Spanish music, weak signal, soon gone, no 
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sign of WLW. (TF-NH) 

Mount Airy — 3/17 1930* — Sundown Serenade Show leading into full sign off 
details. No sign of Toronto pest. (GS-VA) 

Olyphant — 4/2 1914 — Call-in show discussing God and sin and the Catholic 
Year of Mercy, ID for EWTN Global Radio Network. Signal soon faded; station 
occasionally shows up here. (TF-NH) 

Crewe - 3/22 1902 — Presumed with clusters of vintage country music selections 
and comments about country oldies. Gone by 1915, only station listed in NRC 
Log on 800 formatting C&W. (TF-NH) CJBQ in Belleville, ON also partly C&W, 
along with oldies, news-talk and anything else they throw against the wall that sticks. 
Mike. 

Largo — 3/15 1945 — University of South Florida Bulls game. Mention of Tampa 
Bay during timeouts. (GS-VA) 

Birmingham — 3/15 1951 — On top with "The Truth" program. (GS-VA) 
Philadelphia — 3/21 1918 — Spanish program, way under CJBC, very weak 
signal, understandable as WWDB's signal is very directional southeast from 
four towers near Norristown. (TF-NH) 

Gorham - 4/1 1903 — Presumed with cluster of music including "Love Will Keep 
Us Together," "Hill and Gully Rider," an unidentified instrumental, 
"Sentimental Me," "It Never Rains in California," and "To Each His Own." No 
ads, no ID, no Bob Bittner, but certainly a Bob Bittner station, unusual as the day 
signal from a four tower antenna system in Gorham goes east out over the 
Atlantic Ocean with a tiny lobe into New Hampshire. (TF-NH) 

Colonial Heights — 3/27 1947 — Weak signal mixed with WHCU and WCBS 
interference, clusters of country music including "Make the World go Away", 
woman announcer [Ding "WP..." followed by a male commenting about the 
"Best Country Music" before the signal vanished at 2000. (TF-NH) 

Fairlawn — 3/21 1905 —- Country gospel music, "AM 890 and FM 93.1" slogan, 
promo for "Grace to You" program at 7:30 weekday mornings on "Joy AM 890 
and FM 93.1," more music followed by a promo for the "Homecoming Show on 
your AM 890 and FM 93.1." (TF-NH) 

Philadelphia — 3/27 1855 — Discussion about the Book of Isaiah, racism and 
Islam, ads for Incorporate.ccom and Independence Blue Cross, ID and 
disclaimer: "We are 900 AM, WURD, Philadelphia, WURD.com... we are not 
necessarily responsible for the views expressed on our programs," signal soon 
gone. (TF-NH) 

Bangor — 3/27 1907 — Way atop with rock music, comment about 30 minute Big 
Marathons on "Big 104 FM," more rock music, ID for "The biggest hits of all time 
are played here, Big 104 FM." Verified at the station's web site, Big 104 FM is 
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WABK-FM, Gardiner, owned by Blueberry Broadcasting Company, simulcast 
on WAEI. (TF-NH) 
Quantico — 3/27 1920 — Spanish, very animated female announcer, probably 
preaching, over/under WHJJ. (TF-NH) 


MD Frederick — 3/25 0757 — Over nulled WBEN with "930 WFMD Mid-Maryland 
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traffic" local traffic report. (MKB-ON) 

Miami — 3/28 0120 — Fox Sports promos, sports talk, “Sports Animal” mention 
at 0129, sports news at 0132, show promos, Final Four promo, Sam Adams ad, 
Geico Motorcycle ad, “940 WINZ, 940WINZ.com” ID at 0143, promo for 
Diabetes walk, more show promos. Fair to very poor, mixing with WCND and 
unknown C&W station, maybe WKYK. (PS-ON) 

Gulf Breeze — 3/20 1116 — Redneck white preacher up to 1200, no ID, into black 
female preacher. Some COCO, Cuba unavoidable and frankly, far preferred. 
(TLK-FL) 

Wilkes-Barre — 4/6 2251 — Promo with mention of WILK, ads for local jewelry 
store and Dinovite, Michael Savage show, ToH ID into ABC news. Poor, mixing 
with WTEM, CFPL and WCAP. (PS-ON) 

Southington — 3/18 0726 — Oldies with slogan “Good times, great oldies for 
Southern New England.” (GS-VA) 

Somerset — 3/31 1915 — Presumed under usual WDCX-Rochester groundwave 
with Pittsburgh Penguins hockey v. Nashville Predators. (MKB-ON) 
Blountstown — 3/18 0542 — Men At Work "Who Can It Be Now?" followed by 
male ID, over and under Radio Guama. (TLK-FL) 

Baldwinsville — 3/18 1926 —In WBQH/WEPN mix with oldies, "Good times and 
great oldies... WSEN" jingle. (KK-VA) 

Tallapoosa — 3/22 0802 — Fair, ID as "WKNG King Country." New. (SC-IN) 
Tallahassee — 3/18 0628 — Promo for gospel program, stating the air time as 
"Eastern Time" (Tallahassee being near the Eastern-Central line), into block time 
preacher who was unhappy church classes would name their courses after New 
Testament phrases. (TLK-FL) 

Selma — 3/18 0704 — Chris Richards Bluegrass Breakfast Time Show, no sign of 
WBAL. (GS-VA) 

Bay Minette — 3/20 0544 - Country gospel vocals, familiar-sounding man, "If 
you're in the Mobile Bay area... flowers (florist ad)... WMOB..." Indeed, 
simulcast 1360 WMOB in at about the same signal level. WBT mostly nulled. 
(TLK-FL) 

Camp Lejeune — 3/24 1901 - In multi-station mix (WUST, WKCE, KMOX, unID 
ESPN, C&W and SS stations) with oldies, ID as "WSME Camp Lejeune, W246C] 
Jacksonville, WLSG, W231 Wilmington. From Morehead City to North Myrtle 
this is the Beach Radio Network."

Churchville - 3/24 1857 — In multi-station mix (WDEL, WBAG, WAVO, CKOC, 
UNID preaching and foreign language singing) (not Spanish, but unsure of 
language) with male "This is 'New Life Radio' WNLR. Listen for life" ID. WNLR 
sign-off announcement noted at 1929.

Waynesburg — 4/4 1937 — In WPHT mix with male "...hometown radio station. 
Cool country WANB" station promo. (KK-VA) 
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Laramie — 4/2 0740 — Alone and very weak, "Buckin 92 at work..?" and several 
country songs. Checking // with internet stream and 7 second delay. New. (SC- 
IN) 

Salem — 4/4 2041 — In multi-station mix (WFAX, WHKW, UNID talk and adult 
standards) with female "12-20 AM my country" slogan. (KK-VA) 

Madison — 4/1 0645 — "Sunday Morning Coming Down" Johnny Cash, "Bring It 
All Home" Sam Cooke, "Don't Cheat In Our Hometown" Ricky Scaggs, "Crazy" 
Patsy Cline. Female announcer mentioning North Florida, back to C&W oldies. 
(TLK-FL)

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informed and engaged in today's changing world. Positive talk AM 12-30 
WRBS." (KK-VA)

Priceville — 4/3 0714 — End of oldie, male, "WKZD, 1310 AM" into "Cherish" by 
The Association and another clear ID. Lots of co-channel and the ever-present 
het from brokered gospel WYND, DeLand that's closer to 1309.987-ish. (TLK- 
FL) 

Indianapolis — 4/2 1955 — “AM 13-10 The Light” slogan; soul tune, ID into gospel 
tune. Last logged as WTUX. Good peaks, mixing with CIWW. (HF-MI) 
Traverse City — 3/26 1731 — Sports talk, “CBS Sports Radio, 13-10 The Score” 
slogan. On top with no sign of in-state rival WOTW-Dearborn, back on air with 
C&W format. (HF-MI) 

Mount Kisco — 3/31 1927 — Spanish male yelling, probably preaching, under 
WORC and CIWW, weak signal was gone in a few minutes. (TF-NH) 

White Sulphur Springs — 4/3 0700 — Fighting CIWW and other talkers with 
"WSLW... Lewisburg, West Virginia, your Fox Sports station" ToH ID into Fox 
sports news. (MKB-ON) 

Madison — 3/28 1825 — IDs as “News-Talk 13-10 WIBA”; Bloomberg Market 
Minutes at 1858 to WIBA weather spot; 1900 ToH I-Heart Radio spot into Fox 
News. Just one in the mix at tune-in, then longer stretch with no sign of WDTW.

Show. ID as “Newsradio 1370 and AM 1450 WKIP.” I’m not sure the 1370 calls 
were announced. (HJH-PA)

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Slogan; “WVLY, Smart Talk, Smart People,” then into PSA about safe car seats. 
Good signal, briefly. (HJH-PA)

ID heard twice and mention of “Detroit Red Wings Radio Network.” Normal 
NYC signal very weak tonight. New. (HJH-PA) 

Burlington — 3/20 1920 — Ex-WKDR with “Music of the Legends WCAT 1390” 
ID into Neil Sedaka song and medley of oldies. (LW-NY) 

Pittsburgh — 3/25 0708 — Over all comers with local news, "KOV news time is 
7:08... traffic and weather together on the eight's," into (to state the obvious) local 
traffic report. (MKB-ON) 

Ames — 3/23 2228 — Jim Bohannon show, lots of iHeart Radio/Fox mentions, “Fox 
1430” IDs, various ads, ToH ID “1430 KASI....” Poor to very poor, mixing with 
WXNT, CHKT and WKOxX. (PS-ON)

Very poor, mostly under WFME 
and UNID oldies station. (PS-ON)

Gnreported Domestic Stations 


Three more stations can be struck off the list of station not reported to DDXD since at least Volume 
67 (1999-2000) ... one of them, WGLR-1280, for the sad reason that they are no longer on the air 
waiting to be logged, but two of them because they were reported this issue: KQTE-1450 and WSRW- 
1590. This leaves 445 active stations in the United States and Canada on the unreported list. The most 
recent full list was printed in Issue 82-20.

75 Years Ago — From the April 12, 1941 issue of DX News: NRC’s DX News is $2 
a year! Hilding Gustafson, great Illinois DXer of yore, tried for the HJAT-1280 DX 
Test but heard 3AW instead! “The Aussies & Zedders covered the dial from one 
end to the other, almost every frequency!” Rarities 2TM-1300 & 2SM-1270 were 
specifically cited. 

50 Years Ago — From the April 2, 1966 issue of DX News: Michigan’s Frank 
Merrill heard 23 Cuban stations in an Auroral opening on March 14th including 
GYer CMAD-1230. 1480 was lauded as one of the very best BCB frequencies by several DXers! Wayne 
Coombs, Jr of CA compiled a directory of 600+ AM DxXers from at least 5 different DX clubs. ($1.25) 

25 Years Ago — From the April 15, 1991 issue of DX News: Guy Atkins & John Bryant reporting 
Fiji-891 and 5 USSR-Asian stations on LW (153-279) from their DXpedition at Grayland, WA. PA’s 
Ben Dangerfield listed his best catches as: N Korea-655, Iraq-764, Jo-berg-1286, Cape Town-728, 
Iceland 665/737, Paraguay-870 & Niger-1511!

NICARAGUA  R.Catélica, Managua MAR 19 1119 — Inspirational words by female, then 
male, choral-orchestral vocal fill, ID, long choir vocal with constantly repeating lyrics, female 
ID again at 1126. Good. To be avoided and not confused with KSAH Spanish Christian 
programming when pointing the loop ~45 degrees that way. [Krueger-FL] 
CUBA  RK.Progreso, La Fe MAR 28 0400 —- Cuban anthem parallel 640, 650, 690, 720, 750, 900, 
et al.; over HJCU, others. [Connelly-MA] 
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MEXICO XEQN Torreon, Coah. MAR 21 1204 - Area news in progress, with Coahuila 
datelines; this was entitled "Formula Noticias Torreon;" local and national weather was 
presented at 1208; phone numbers of 204-51-46 and 204-51-47 were announced; tourism spot 
for El Canon de Rio Lamenta in Chiapas. Generally fair on LSB, separable from the 740 group.

MEXICO XEJ México, DF MAR 27 0600 - Mostly under WZAN and WFUN; choral national 
anthem, presumed XEJ still UTC-6. [Conti-NH] 

CUBA COCO La Habana-La Cruz (El Sapo) MAR 20 1550 — Cuban soft rock, female, "Esta 
es la Co-co... la Habana" at 1559, back to vocals. Slight WRNE Gulf Breeze, FL present. 
[Krueger-FL] 

CUBA  R.Reloj, Moa MAR 18 1041 —- Under COCO Cuba. [Krueger-FL] 

CUBA  R.Guama, Pinar del Rio MAR 28 0400 — Woman with R.Guama ID, into Cuban anthem;

MEXICO XEYC Cd. Juarez, Chih. MAR 19 0232 - Checking further into the R.Formula I 
heard still on this frequency, despite reports that XEYC had moved to 1460, as discussed 
previously. 1030 is all-talk, typical of Formula, someone on phone and someone in studio. 
This one is close to east/west, or WSW/ENE, which fits for Cd. Juarez. (Occasional 
interference from another Spanish station, yelling about inmigracion, further south, perhaps 
R.Centro, DF.) 0252, welcoming a new caller, Gabriela, who talks about "la compania 
petrolera." This is generally atop, but lots of interference. 0258 PSA by woman about Camara 
de Diputados, how many women have been elected to participate, then called Camara de 
Diputadas y Diputados. 0259 can't pull an ID, just "Colonia Centro" as location of station, 
which could apply to countless cities. I would not be surprised if local XEYC ID is never 
inserted anyway, just plugged into 970 XERFR in the DF networked nationwide. 0305 
financial news items about employment rate improved in January, 17.77 exchange rate for 
peso/dolar. At 0313 ad/PSA? for Partido Verde; 0314 bit about Dona Lara's pollos fritos in 
Aguascalientes, along with la comida tipica at Feria de San Marcos in Ags; finally, "en Radio 
Formula, México tiene sabor," reference to Grupo Formula website; no local ID's. [Hauser- 
OK] XEYC was originally licensed for 1460 when the concession was issued in 1949. A 2000 
concession renewal says 1030, but not the 2010 renewal which has it back on 1460 kHz. 
http://rpc.ift.org.mx/rpc/pdfs/090252648002bd9c.pdf is the original 1949 license document, 
carbon copy from manual typewriter on yellowed paper, with various rubber stamps and 
punches. [Raymie Humbert, WIFDA Forum via DXLD] 

CUBA R.Angulo, Holguin APR 4 0400 —- Under WBT; choral national anthem. [Conti-NH] 
MEXICO XEP Cd. Juarez, Chih. MAR 21 0423 —- Government talk presumed 'La Hora 
Nacional’, and also presumed XEP, usually 38 kW day power dominator here, so running 
this weekly show at 10 p.m. local MDT = CST/HCM as border city is already on DST to go 
along with El Paso.

WRTH 2016 lists it as Ecos de Sagua, and otherwise lists 
only a Radio 26. My list is the only one with Artemisa, and it has been here since at least 2000 
when I first discovered it. [Krueger-FL] 
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1450 CUBA unID APR 2 1034-Cuban-accented female fading up briefly. Several listed though. 
[Krueger-FL] 

1540 BAHAMAS ZNS1 Nassau MAR 28 0400 - Parallel 810 with "It's midnight, do you know 
where your kids are?" followed by soul vocal; dominant. [Connelly-MA] 

1610 ANGUILLA Caribbean Beacon, The Valley MAR 22 0933 — Religious discussion by 
woman. Very good signal peaks throughout the evening. [Beu-TX] MAR 25 0200 — Melissa 
Scott preaching; over Indian music Canadian. [Connelly-MA] 

1610 MEXICO XKEUACH R.Chapingo, Chapingo MAR 21 0137 — Very good signal with 
announcements by woman followed by American pop and jazz music. [Beu-TX]

TRANS-PACIFIC DX 

774 unID MAR 28 1152, 1157-1202 -JBA carrier looping northwest/southeast and a weaker one 
on 747, 99% sure to be the NHK Japan superpowers, which are the prime transpacific MW 
DX beacons here. Thanks to neighbor Richard N Allen near Perry OK, who has been getting 
these the past few mornings, reminding us that they are back in season. I find no others in 9- 
kHz steps from 531 up to 1053 kHz, nor on 1548, where Australia recently made it to Michigan 
around same time. Interference from domestic stations can be intense, especially 740 KRMG 
Tulsa; and 780 KSPI Stillwater which started modulating at 1200 UTC. Enid sunrise today 
1223 UTC. [Hauser-OK] 

774 unID APR3 1145 — Awake a semihour before local sunrise of 1214, so hasten to check for 
transpacific MW carriers. There is one here on 774, but repeated manipulation of the DX-398 
finds it peaking from the west, not northwest, so instead of NHK Japan it's likely 3LO, 50 kW, 
ABC Melbourne, Australia; another detected at 1150, from west on 702, consistent with 2BL, 
50 kW, ABC Sydney. [Hauser-OK]

INTERNATIONAL NEWS 

BELARUS: Kai Ludwig and BDXC report that the AM services of Belarus Radyo from Sasnovy on 
279 and 1170 kHz were closed on April 1 [Dan Goldfarb, mwmasts], adding another nation to the silent 
MW countries list [\www.bamlog.com/darkcountries.htm]. 

NETHERLANDS: The Catholic radio station Radio Maria has resumed broadcasts on 675 kHz after 
being silent since September 2015. Reported by www.mediamagazine.nl, in September 2015 the 
station had to cease broadcasting as the operator of the medium wave transmitter in Lopik decided 
to stop the service. The antenna was dismantled in mid-September. Radio Maria was still heard in 
the Netherlands through a network of national commercial radio stations and through a number of 
regional DAB+ networks. Radio Maria has since renewed its medium wave license until September 
2017 and resumed broadcasting from Aarle Rixtel in the North Brabant province with reduced power 
of 5 kW. Power will eventually be increased to 25 kW to improve 
coverage of the southern Netherlands and Belgium. [Summarized from RADI@ MARIA

Here is Major League Baseball (MLB) flagship information for the 2016 season from my Internet 
searches. Please send me announcer information (and corrections), as some of the web pages either 
did not list the announcer names or were definitely from last season (and maybe did not change for 
this season, but I have no way of knowing). And sometimes I cannot determine if an announcer is on 
radio only, TV only, or both. Any copyright statement on an mlb.com page is probably placed there 
automatically, even if the page content has not changed for the current season. 

http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/List_of current_Major League Baseball broadcasters has 
broadcaster information, and that web site has been updated for the 2016 season (last modified on 5 
April 2016, at 04:38.). 

In some cases I was not sure that the network list was for the 2015 season, as many lists were 
undated. If a found a list that had no definite 2015 date but differed from the list I found last year, 
then I treated the list as one for the 2015 season even though the list might be for last season but 
changed since I downloaded it at the beginning of the season. 

Note that if a station streams its broadcasts over the Internet, I believe that the station cannot stream 
the baseball broadcasts because the Major League Baseball organization wants listeners to get a paid 
subscription via mlb.com. 

Some of the stations are acutally translators, and I might not list the stations' official six-character 
call letters. 

On the mlb.com site for some teams, the announcers are listed under the "Roster" tab. 

It is now time to begin collecting Minor League Baseball information; please send me what you can 
find. Thanks.

DX News Submission Guidelines 


Most NRC members contribute to DX News by contributing to one or more of our columns. Each 
column has a volunteer editor who compiles information sent in by club members, or found through 
research or personal knowledge. 

Station loggings and tips should be sent to Domestic DX Digest (for stations in the United States 
and Canada) or International DX Digest (for all other stations). DDXD in turn is divided into East 
and West columns, with the line between the Eastern and Central Time Zones as the boundary. By 
longstanding custom, DDXD uses Eastern Local Time (meaning EST or EDT, depending on the 
season) and IDXD uses Universal Time (UTC). These columns run in every issue of DX News. 

By and large, loggings should be current (usually not more than one month old) and should give 
some details of the logging. The goal is to provide a tip that fellow DXers would find helpful in 
hearing the station themselves. Loggings should be of unusual or rare stations for you. For DDXD, 
loggings of 50 kW “clear channel” stations within 600 miles or so, or stations you hear on a regular 
basis, should not be submitted. The rule of thumb is to report a domestic station not more than once 
a year. However, station news such as changes in format, call sign, patterns of reception, etc., can 
justify exceptions to these rules of thumb. 

Your editors will very much appreciate it if you submit your loggings in the format you see here 
in print in DX News. For example, dates should be “4/14” in DDXD and “APR 14” in IDXD. The 
more time editors spend changing each of your loggings that say “4-14” or “04/14,” the less time they 
have to focus on the content of the column (and the more irate they’Il be when they see your next 
submission). Please try to keep abbreviations to a minimum; many DX News readers are not native 
English speakers. Ham abbreviations (other than QRM for man-made interference, e.g. other stations, 
and ORN for naturally occurring interference, e.g. static, which seem to be common usage among 
DXers) should not be used — your publisher is particularly not fond of “OM” and “YL,” not to mention 
“XYL,” which strike him as a bit dated and sexist for use in print these days. 

Stations that still “verify” receptions with written or electronic responses to DXer reports are 
reported to Confirmed DXer (published every two months). 

The next major group of columns are station news columns. AM Switch is a weekly column that 
includes official station changes from the U.S. and Canadian licensing authorities and format, slogan, 
network, and relay station information to update your NRC AM Log. This column was edited for 
many years by Jerry Starr and then by Bill Hale, but hasn’t had a formal “editor” since September 
2012 — the publisher combines information researched by several different members. Members with 
information to contribute can send it to the publisher directly, or to Wayne Heinen, the NRC AM Log 
editor. Stations carrying professional and college sports networks are updated each year in Pro Sports 
Networks and College Sports Networks. Other network lists are published from time to time. If you 
run across a list (or even a URL to an online network list), please send it to the publisher. 

Fifty years ago, most of DX News was devoted to Musings of the Members, edited for many years 
by the late Ernie Cooper, with narratives from each member about recent loggings and other 
activities. Today, Musings is rarely used to report loggings, but we still encourage members to write 
in about their DX activities and comment on the hobby and the club. Active debate and discussion is 
good, but please keep it DX-related. Virtually every political and personal viewpoint can be found 
in the NRC, but we have many other places to debate those things. Here, we share the hobby of 
DXing, and even if we differ on other matters, we can be brought together by radio. 

We also run a number of achievement columns. Graveyard DX Achievements has mileage records 
for the stations on the local or “graveyard” chanfels of 1230, 1240, 1340, 1400, 1450, and 1490 kHz. 
These are maintained online (at www.nrcdxas.org) and updated in DX News. Domestic DX 
Achievements and International DX Achievements report total stations heard and/or verified by 
members. The publisher maintains these totals and runs them in DX News as space is available. 

Finally, DX Toolbox is a (more or less) monthly column with tips on DX strategies, web resources, 
and other miscellaneous topics. SDR loggings that are too old for DDXD or IDXD but are nonetheless 
of general interest can be reported here. 

DX News also includes feature articles on DXpeditions, technical topics (receiver reviews, antenna 
design, propagation theory, etc.), radio history, station profiles, DXing techniques, and anything else 
that may be of interest to the MW DxXer. Material for publication not falling into any of our columns 
should be sent directly to the publisher. In general, you should not try to make your submissions 
“camera-ready” for publication — use minimal formatting and we'll take it from there. 

If you'd like to contribute to a column, but aren’t sure how to do it, you can always contact the 
column editor first for suggestions. Or you can contact the publisher — preferably by e-mail at 
NRCDXNews@gmail.com, or by regular mail too. Participation and contribution by the members are 
always welcome ... we hope to see your DX news in DX News soon! 
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
